1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the two separate 
covers recited in claim 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
Regarding claim 1: 

the phrase, "or other material" recited in line 8 renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by 
"or other material"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See 
MPEP§ 2173.05(d).

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the phrase, "the latter" recited in line 8 lacks clear antecedent basis. 

the phrase, "or some other suitable material" recited in lines 10 and 21 renders 
the claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed 
(those encompassed by "or some other suitable material"), thereby rendering the scope 
of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

the phrase, "in some other manner" recited in lines 11 and 22 renders the 
claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed 
(those encompassed by "in some other manner"), thereby rendering the scope of the 
claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

the term "at least approximately" in lines 15-16 is a relative term which renders 
the claim indefinite. The term "at least approximately" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. The shape of blister package (12; 14; 16) is thereby rendered indefinite. 

Regarding claim 4, the phrase "for instance" renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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4. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Rich (US 3,618,751) and Barger (US 5,975,305) disclose mixing 
dispensers. Smith (US 4,008,803) and Gueret (US 4,844,251) disclose mixing 
packages. Ibsen et al. (US 4,294,349) and Haynie (US 5,240,415) disclose mixing kits. 
Will (US 4,697,703) discloses a sterile joint prosthesis package. And Hughes et al. (US 
6,364,519) discloses a bone cement system.
